countries. Anderson singled out the 
European Community (EC). which 
last year imported almost $4 billion 
in ‘soybeans and soybean products, 
He said the EC would most likely 
retaliate by putting import quotas on 
U.S. soybeans and soybean pro- 
ducts, a measure which the EC has 
recently considered. 

Anderson voiced a_ probable 
response by some that the foreign 
customers would not reduce their 
soybean imports, But Anderson said 
that, even though that’s true, those 
commodities can be purchased 
elsewhere. “While we agree that 
they need soybean imports, those 
soybeans don't have to come froth 
the U.S.,"" Anderson said, ‘They 
can, instead, be imported from 
Brazil or Argentina, our major com- 
petitors. 

With import quotas on forelan 
steel, which costs less than U.S, 
steel, U.S. steel prices would cer- 
tainly rise. Not only would U.8. 
farmers lose exports, they would 
also pay more for machinery, equip- 
ment and other products made with 
steel, according to Anderson, 

The Congressional Budget Office 
has projected the cost to U.S. con- 
sumers of steel quotas to be $7.7 
billion annually. 

Anderson called for an abandon- 
ment of this form of “‘protec- 
tionism."’ 

“At a time like this,” he said, 
“when we're already struggling to 
make a profit from farming, we 
can't afford such a cost. Let’s not 
cripple one segment of our economy 
while trying to remedy another seg- 
ment’s problem.” 

Anderson is president of the Land 
of Lincoln Soybean Association, a 
4,426 member association of soybean 
producers formed to promote soy- 
bean exports and encourage greater 
consumption of soybeans.

During the first half of 1984, more 
than 12 million tons of foreign steel 
entered our ports, accounting for 
over 24 percent of the apparent 
domestic supply. Imports from 

overnment-owned or subsidized 
Third World steel producers have in 
creased by over 90 percent during 
the same period. This continuing 
flood of government subsidized or 
produced underscores the 
urgent need for passage of the Fair 
Trade in Steel Act, which would 
limit the amount of imported steel to 
15 percent of the domestic market 
for a five-year period. It is im 
perative that the Congress pass this 
legislation before it adjourns,’’ he 
said 

Concerning the outlook for steel. 
Roderick said, ‘We have seen a 
marked decline in the level of orders 
for steel products in recent weeks, 
which will result in reduced third 
quarter shipments and operating 
rates. However, we continue ’to pro- 
ject a profitable year for our steel 
and related resources segment.”

Michael J. Jones, lottery superint 
ndent, said prizes increased 87 per 
cent over the previous y , while 
commissions to agents and ve ndors 
rose 77 percent 

The $337.1 million in profits in 
fiscal 1984 were almost half of the 
total combined profits of the lottey in 
its first nine years of operation.

‘ones during 1984: total 
gross revenue since the lottery 
began in mid-1974 exceeded the $2 
billion mark, reaching $2.66 billion 
by year-end, while total profils since 
mid-1974 exceeded the $1. million 
level, reaching $1.1 billion by June

Lottery agents earned akout $45.6 
million in the last fiscal year. Agents 
receive five percent of their lottery 
ticket sales, plus a bonus of one per 
cent of any prize worth at least 
$1,000 won by a ticket they-sold. 

These bonuses have become in 
creasingly important to‘agents with 
the addition of lotto, which has 
meant larg prizes for many players 

Last year, among the bonuses paid 
to agents were payments of $60,000 
each to two agents who sold lotto 
tickets worth $6 million 

On the average, each agent earned 
almost $6,900 selling lottery tickets 

Agent ranks continued to grow 
during the year, from 5,184 to 7,710, a 
50 percent increase. 

The daily game continued as the 
lottery’s biggest Seller, increasing 
29.4 percent over fiscal 1983. 

Lotto, which completed its first 
full year as aottery game, had sales 
of $298.8 million. ‘In the first “full 


year, lotto sales were about 61 per- 
cent of those of the daily game cur- 
rently. The daily game was in- 
troduced in 1980. 

Instant game sales were up 24:2 
percent, to $196.4 million, while pick- 
4 sales increased 7.3 percent to $49.3 
million 

In fiscal 1984, the lottery created 
67 millionaires, 25 more than were 
created in thetprevious nine years'of 
lottery history.

Madison budget up

Madison City councilmen Tuesday 
night passed the city’s budget for the 
fiscal year which began May 1, 1984 
and ends April 30, 1985. In the 
general ‘fund segment, the new 
budget totals $1,416,372, an increase 
of $166,038 over the previous year’s 
budget 

The total figure includes a six per 
cent salary hike for’ all city 
employees which was approved at 
the previous city council meeting 

Anticipated receipts for the same 
period are expected to amount to 
$1,147,189 

‘he Sewer Department budget in 
crease of $82,980 over the previous 
year reflects the possible purchase 
of a sewer cleaning machine 

timated to cost $75,000. 

Also, the second highest: increase 
was in the street and alley category 
showing an increase of $61,270 over 
the 1983 budget figure of $179,001, as 
compared to total $240,271 for this 
year. An additional $3,500 was added 
to the line “repairs to equipment 
which last year was $12,500 and this 
year the figure was set at $15,000. 
and the addition of $30,000 for the 
purchase of a dump truck and 
$12,000 for a pickup truck 

‘The refuse department showed the 
third highest increase, but also
